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Fate of Crystal Commons still up in the air 


With closing of public hearing, Board of Appeals now has 40 days to decide

WILMINGTON - Contrary to prior speculation, 
the fate of the proposed Crystal Commons con- 
dominium development was not decided on 
Monday night. The Board of Appeals decided to 
close the public hearing, as all pertinent materi- 
als have been submitted, but the Board will take 
additional time to deliberate the issue. 

Crystal Commons is a 108-unit condominium 
development slated for construction at 10 


Burlington Avenue on the 11.5-acre site that had 
once been the home of the Diamond Crystal 
manufacturing plant 
recently, consisted of two three-story buildings 
containing a total of 100 condominiums, plus 
eight townhouses set along Floradale Avenue. 
‘The current proposal has eliminated the town- 
house component, but still consists of a total of 
108 units. By doing away with several two-bed-

A key part 
of the Elder — Service 
Department is the Buzzell 
Senior Center. On April 6th, 
the Buzzell Senior Center will 
celebrate the 20th anniversary 
of its grand opening, 

Once the Buzzell Elementary 
School, the Buzzell Center 
opened as the Town's hub for 
elder affairs in 1986. Home to 
the Department of Elder 
Services, it provides a safe, 
inviting environment where 
many of the Town's 3,603 elders 
meet to exercise, learn, play, 
socialize, work and volunteer. 

What has made the Buzzell 
Center so suc:

Marciello, Director of Elderly 
Affairs, “The Town has had 
good foresight. Wilmington 
has been way ahead of its time 
in terms of providing programs 
and services for its senior pop- 
ulation. The Buzzell is a one- 
stop center for a wide spectrum 
of things relating to the elder 
community.

at least one square meal a day, 
large, well-balanced meals are 
available to seniors for the 
price of $1.00 from Monday 
thru Friday. These meals are 
prepared by the West 
Intermediate School and are 
available to seniors either at 
home, through Meals on 
Wheels, or at the Congregate 
Meal Site at the West 
Intermediate School. 

Transportation, via a wheel- 
chair-accessible van, is provid- 
ed within a thirteen-mile radius 
of Wilmington. A full-time van 


driver regularly transports 
elders to medical appoint- 
ments, shopping, to personal 


services appointments and to 
the Center. 

For those elders unable to be 
out alone due to severe health 
conditions (cancer treatment, 
dialysis, dementia and/or over: 
all weakness), a respite care 
worker provides needed trans- 
portation with one-on-one 
attention. Another aspect of 
respite care is home visits to 
isolated elders that need regu: 
lar "check-ins" to make sure 
they are all right. 

The Center also provides 
information and referral 
sources; care planning and 
management; health and well- 
ness services; educational pro- 
grams; counseling and family 
support services; financial and 
health insurance counseling; 
and medical advocacy. 


What makes the Buzzell 
Center special? Simple. 
Relationships. 


“We have a wonderful corps of 
volunteers,” states Marciello. 
“We are extremely fortunate to 
have outstanding volunteers 
who give many hours of ser- 
vice. The Elderly 
Commissioners provide great 
leadership. They work closely 
with me to meet the needs of 
Wilmington's seniors. “They 
are very proud of ‘their’ cen- 


ter.” 

Relationships among other 
Town departments are also 
critical to the Center's success. 
An exciting collaborative team 
is Elder Services, the Fire 
Department and the Police 
Department. This alliance pro- 
vides the elderly community 
with all of the contact points 
within the town government to 
address their needs and con- 
cerns.

A few months earlier, Mary 
Tedesco had been feeding a 
ray dog at her home on Clark 
Street. Then one day the dog 
was gone. She called the dog- 
catcher and asked if he had 
picked up the dog. He denied it 

Mary knew that something 
was not right. The dogeatcher 
lived right around the corner 
from her, and she knew him 
She didn't believe him. 

So she drove to the dog pound 


which was at the end of 
McDonald Road. It was a long. 
low. building on the Canalas 


farm. The building was locked 
but she could hear the dog 
inside.

sight 

She called the dogeatcher, and 
again he denied having the dog, 
But she persisted, knowing that

Requirements for residential 
carbon monoxide alarms 


State Fire Marshal Stephen D. 
Coan and Wilmington Fire 
Chief Daniel R. Stewart wish to 
inform homeowners that as of 
March 31, 2006, carbon monox- 
ide alarms are required in all 
residences with _ potential 
sources of carbon monoxide. 
The vast majority of homes will 
not be required to install hard- 
wired systems although, where 
hard-wired systems are 
required by regulation, the 
deadline is January 1, 2007. The 
Board of Fire Prevention 
Regulations (BFPR) recently 
passed emergency regulations 
to implement the law known as 
“Nicole's Law” 

State Fire Marshal Stephen D. 
“Each year we see 

vastating effects of car- 
bon monoxide poisoning. Many 
of these incidents are avoidable 
with early detection and warn- 
ing as provided through this 
new law.” 

Chief Stewart “The fire 
service urged ge of this 
legislation and the Wilmington 
Fire Department stands ready 
to educate and assist homeown- 
ers meet the new requirement 
for carbon monoxide alarms. 
Please call us at 978-658-3346.” 

Coan added, “Consumers 
should work with their local 
fire departments to educate 
themselves carefully, because 
not every CO alarm on the shelf 
at the local hardware store will 
bring your home into compli- 
ance with these regulations.”

General Requirements 

For most residential buildings 
with fossil fuel burning equip- 
ment or enclosed parking 
areas, the new regulations 
require carbon monoxide 
alarms on every level of the 
home or dwelling unit including 
habitable portions of base 
ments and attics. On levels with 
sleeping areas the alarms must 
be placed within ten feet of the 
bedroom doors. The regulations 
allow the following options for 
CO alarms: 

o Battery operated with bat- 
tery monitoring; or 

o Plug-ins with battery back- 
up; or 

o Hard-wired with battery 
backup; or 

0 Low voltage system; or 

o Wireless, or 

© Qualified combination 
smoke and carbon monoxide 
alarm.

Acceptable combination 


smoke and carbon monoxide 
alarms must have simulated 
voice and tone alarms that 
clearly distinguish between the 
two types of emergencies. The 
State Building Code mandates 
that only photoelectric smoke 
alarms are permitted within 
twenty feet of a bathroom or 
kitchen. Consumers are urged 
to check with the ‘local fire 
department on whether a spe- 
cific alarm meets the code 
requirements.

Owners of larger buildings 
with centralized or minimal 
sources of carbon monoxide 
may wish to consider the alter-

Fire departments are current- 
ly required to inspect smoke 
alarms when homes are being 
sold and transferred.

There are many

Newspaper should not censor public comment 


To the Editor: 

Last week, Selectman 
Suzanne Sullivan complained 
that the Town Crier published 
a statement that is untrue, 
without first calling her for 
comment, She then speculat- 
ed, “I bet this never would 
have been published if it were 
about Mr. Newhouse.” 

For the record, the Town 
Crier has published numerous 
“letters to the editor” and pub- 
lic comments about me that 
are categorically untrue, with- 
out consulting me first. I have 
never criticized the newspaper 
for those publications, because 
l understand that a newspaper 
should not censor public com- 
ment simply to spare my feel- 
ings. I especially do not 
expect the Crier to censor the 
“Your Two Cents” segment of 
the paper, since by its nature, 


this feature allows residents to 
freely comment, even specu- 
late, about important issues 
affecting the town and its 
elected officials. If any specu- 
lation is untrue, the subject of 
the piece has the ability to 
respond in kind. That's how 
things work in a free and open 
society. 

For example, on several occa- 
sions the Town Crier has pub- 
lished: letters to the. editor 
which contain inaecurate 
statements about my wanting 
to return to the Town Counsel's 
position. More often than not, 
I just ignore it. After all, 
being in a public position is not 
always pleasant. Mr. 
Lingenfelter, a candidate in 
this year's race, seems to find 
a reason to criticize me by 
name in every single letter 
that he writes to the editor and 


every campaign announce- 
ment that is published-and I'm 
not even up for re-election this 
year! Consider this particular 
source. 

What I do not understand, 
however, is that although Ms. 
Sullivan does not believe any 
of the four candidates in this 
year's race is worthy of her 
public support, she thinks it is 
appropriate to single-out one 
candidate in particular for 
criticism, because he works 
for the town.

e goal of chapter 40 R is to 
increase production of afford- 
able and moderately priced 
housing in smart growth loca- 
tions. Smart growth zoning dis- 
tricts can be in one of three 
locations; areas near transit 
stations and transit lines, com- 
muter rail and bus terminals; 
areas of concentrated develop- 
ment, including town centers 
or areas that by virtue of exist- 
ing infrastructure, existing 
transportation access or under- 
utilized facilities make the area 
highly suitable as a location for 
mixed residential use. 

The Commonwealth provides 
direct payments for production 
of housing, in eligible locations 
to participating cities and 
towns. 

Chapter 40S provides educa- 
tional funds to towns creating 
chapter 40 R growth district's. 
With local school costs often 
consuming as much as half of a 
suburban communities munici- 
pal budget, the state will make 
up the difference of additional 
net school costs in smart 
growth zones, beyond the con- 
tribution of property taxes 
from smart growth housing 
units. 

The statute is designed to off- 
set increased educational costs 
incurred by the community for 
smart growth district students. 
The Statute in effect eliminates 
educational financial burdens 
associated with smart growth 
housing. 

Also available to cities and 
towns adopting smart growth 
measures is the two-year-old, 
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Commonwealth Capital 
Program, consisting of approx- 
imately 500 million in annual 
discretionary funds for capital 
spending by cities and towns. A 
municipality's progress with 
various smart growth planning 
is measured and receives 
points in a scoring system used 
to determine the awarding of 
annual discretionary _ state 
funds. Discretionary funds paid 
from the program to cities and 
towns may be utilized for multi- 
ple purposes including munici- 
pal road repair, sewer projects 
or the acquisition and redevel- 
opment of recreation and con- 
servation lands. 

Smart growth proposes a 
throwback model, embracing 
village concepts, and promot- 
ing a sense of community. 
Embracing the 19th century 
image of Tewksbury has its 
place. Preserving and repro- 
ducing the classic New 
England character of our cities 
and towns, while providing 
moderate and affordable hous- 
ing will flourish in the right 
development district, tethered 
by appropriate design stan- 
dards and tempered by the peo- 
ples’ vision of what the com- 
munity should look like. Smart 
Growth is a way to recapture 
that ideal and modify future 
patterns of development that 
threaten the town's ability to 
provide a quality life experi- 
ence. Smart growth proposes a 
pedestrian friendly district 
incorporating mixed uses that 
promote easy strolling to shops, 
restaurants commercial ser- 
vices and workplaces. 

This is a wonderful goal 
Encouraging historic preserva- 
tion and reproduction of his- 
toric architecture lost to meet 
these goals can only be accom- 
plished by utilizing traditional 
zoning, inclusionary zoning, 
smart land consumption and 
the Community Preservation 
Act in unison. 

Recognizing the importance 
of unique town characteristics 
and the need to support and 
promote a balance of economic 
growth, housing and maximiza- 
tion of land use will result in a 
clear message to developers 
and remodelers alike, of the

co Alarms to be required by law in Massachusetts 


effective March 31, 2006 

As of March 31, 2006, carbon monoxide 
alarms will be required in all residences 
with potential sources of carbon monoxide. 
The Board of Fire Prevention Regulation 
(BFPR) recently passed emergency regula- 
tions to implement the law known as 
“Nicole's Law" (527 CMR 31.00) 

Fire departments are currently required to 
inspect smoke alarms when homes are 
being sold and transferred. Starting March 
31, 2006 (or January 1, 2007 where hard- 
wired alarms are required) fire departments 
will now inspect all residences upon sale 
and transfer for carbon monoxide alarms. 
Make certain when you are purchasing an 
alarm that it is certified by an independent 
testing company. Not all alarms will bring 
your home into compliance with these reg-

With these characteristics in 
mind, we need to take advan- 
tage of compact building 
design and the creation of a 
new a range of housing oppor- 
tunities and choices. We need to 
create walkable, distinctive and 
attractive growth _ initiated 
neighborhoods, while preserv- 
ing open space, farmland and 
the town's natural beauty. Our 
community has already indi- 
vidually initiated many of these 
goals. It is now time to coordi- 
nate, and I encourage commu- 
nity and stakeholder collabora- 
tion, to promote district design 
consistent with the smart 
growth initiatives. Together 
with design standards empha- 
sized by the community, the 
town should make every oppor- 
tunity to enter into develop- 
ment agreements with quali- 
fied applicants all the while 
preserving environmental 
integrity and making the devel- 
opment process predictable, 
fair and cost effective. 

This community needs to rec- 
ognize and take advantage of 
state funding available under 
40 R when considering future 40 
B projects, especially where 
adjacent to commercial devel- 
opments. 40B proposals should 
include smart growth princi- 
pals, whenever feasible taking 
advantage of the mandatory 
and discretionary funding 
available under 40 R. 

In conclusion, 40R is not the 
silver bullet answer to existing 
town financial burdens, hous- 
ing shortages or labor force 
strains. 

It is simply another municipal 
planning tool available for use 
in specific areas of town 
Hopefully it will be adopted to 
address some of the challenges 
our community faces in provid- 
ing moderately priced housing, 
sustained growth and an ade- 
quate labor force for the pre- 
sent and future. 

With these principles in mind, 
I encourage residents to attend, 
participate and be heard in the 
public process, for it is our 
community to develop and 
shape.

Children's Hospital, maintain- 
ing an adequate blood supply is 
critical, as the needs for chil- 
dren during surgery are often 
greater than adults. A lot of peo- 
ple don't realize that.” 

This first-time collaboration 
was the brainchild of Sister 
Ruth Haley (she led the way by 


being one of the first to donate), 
of Pope John's Campus Ministry 
office, who always tries to take 
the spirit of faith-based educa 
tion into action, actual service 
to the community.

Drug Abuse

Once the drug has run 
course, the feeling -of well 
wing ts gone and quickly 
eplaced by a depression, which 
nay last for several days. 
lubbers often take Rohypnol, a

he stimulant. E-users often 
eport a hang-over like feeling, 
‘amplete with mental dullness 
ind lethargy that lasts a few days 
ifter having taken the drug. 
Because the body. takes approx- 
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imately three days to replenish 
the spent serotonin, taking 
x y again at this point would 
only produce the stimulant but 
not the mood effects. Studies 
have shown that long-term 
Ecstasy use damages the body's 
ability to manufacture serotonin 
Brain scans taken weeks after a 
user's last ingestion show tempo- 
rary damage to serotonin-produc- 
ing cells which regulate emotion, 
memory and reasoning. 

The dangers of taking MDMA 
are not limited to aftereffects and 
long-term use. While on an 
Ecstasy high the user can experi- 
ence extreme overheating, the 
symptoms of which are high body 
temperatures, an inability to uri- 


“nate or sweat, dark urine, chest 


pain, irritability, panic, exhaus- 
tion, headache, fainting, vomiting 
and muscle pain. Death can 
occur caused by heat stroke, kid- 
ney failure, hyponatremia (a 
decrease in electrolytes, especial- 
ly sodium) and disseminated 
intravascular: coagulation (as dis- 
solution of the enzymes that hold 
cells together much like mortar 
hold a brick wall - without the 
mortar [enzymes] the bricks 
{cells} fall apart). 

As if the presence of MDMA on 
the streets as an illegal substance 
were not bad enough, derivatives 
of ecstasy are regularly appear- 
ing as criminals with knowledge 
in chemistry modify the molecu- 
lar structure just enough to de- 
classify the drug. These 
“Designer Drugs” are analogues 
of MDMA and can produce simi- 
lar effects - or more deadly ones. 
Among the MDMA analogues is 
PMA (also known as Death, 
Mitsubishi Double Stack). 

PMA, paramethoxyampheta- 
mine, is a hallucinogenic stimu- 
lant that some people experi- 
mented with in the 1970s, but 
which never became a popular 
recreational drug due to its high 
toxicity. It is one of the most dan- 
gerous and toxic hallucinogens 
known, PMA is easier and cheap- 
er to produce than MDMA and is 
often sold as Ecstasy to unsus- 
pecting users. 

Many other analogues of 
MDMA exist and, like MDMA and 
PMA, are Schedule 1 Controlled 
Substances (considered illegal 
under the Controlled Substances 
Act of 1970. The CSA is the legal 


making any decision on the

basis by which the manufacture, 
importation, possession, and dis- 
tribution of certain drugs are reg- 
ulated by the federal government 
of the United States.) Others, 
however, are not yet classified 
and more analogues are being 
manufactured. These drugs are 
unknown by police and emer- 
gency medical professionals, 
which increases the danger of 
potential overdoses. 

Very often, Ecstasy is used in 
conjunction with one or more 
drugs. This multiple-dug use or 
“poly-drugging” serves several 
purposes. For instance, because 
Ecstasy causes sexual dysfunc- 
tion, Viagra is sometimes taken 
at the same time; users “bump 
up” or extend their high with LSD 
or Ketamine; and Rohypnol or 
GHB are used to soften the 
"crash" 

Ketamine or “Special K” is a 
powerful veterinary tranquilizer 
used on the club scene to enhance 
the high produced by Ecstasy. 
This drug dissociates the brain 
from the body causing “out of 
body experiences” and com- 
pelling hallucinations. It is the 
most addictive of the hallucinato- 
ry drugs (a classification which 
includes LSD) 

Physical effects of Ketamine 
use include an intoxicated look: 
tumbling, robotic movements, 
and wild jerking eyes. High doses 
of the drug will result in difficul- 
ty moving, vertigo, vomiting, 
black outs and seizures. This 
drug, which can be easily dis- 
solved in water, is often used as a 
drug-facilitated rape drug. 

Drug-facilitated rape is defined 
as sexual assault made easier by 
the offender's use of an anesthet- 
ic-type drug, like Ketamine, that 
renders the victim physically 
incapacitated or helpless and 
unable to consent to sexual activ- 
ity. Whether the victim is unwit 
tingly administered the drug or 
willingly ingests it for recreation- 
al use is irrelevant-the person is 
victimized because of their 
inability to consciously consent to 
sexual acts, GHB (Gama 
Hydroxyburtic Acid) is the most 
common substance used in drug- 
facilitated sexual assaults. 

GHB is a powerful, rapidly act- 
ing central nervous system 

it. GHB was sold in

mance enhancing additive in 
bodybuilding formulas until the 
Food and Drug Administration 
(FDA) banned it in 1990. It is cur- 
rently marketed in some 
European countries as an adjunct 
to anesthesia. GHB is abused for 
its ability to produce euphoric 
and hallucinogenic states and for 
its alleged function as a growth 
hormone that releases agents to 
stimulate muscle growth. GHB 
became a Schedule I Controlled 
Substance in March 2000. 

GHB is often ingested with alco- 
hol by young adults and teens at 
nightclubs and parties. It is used 
as a pleasure enhancer that 
depresses the central nervous 
system and induces intoxication. 
It also can be used as a sedative 
to reduce the effects of stimulants 
(cocaine, methamphetamine, and 
ephedrine) or hallucinogens 
(LSD, mescaline) and to prevent 
physical withdrawal symptoms. 

Effects associated with GHB 
include nausea, vomiting, delu- 
sions, depression, vertigo, hallu- 
cinations, seizures, respiratory 
distress, loss of consciousness, 
slowed heart rate, lowered blood 
pressure, amnesia, and coma 
GHB can become addictive with 
sustained use. 

How can you help your child, 
teen, or young adult? Recognize 
the drugs, recognize the para- 
phernalia, recognize the symp- 
toms, talk you your kids... and 
then listen. Also, you can attend 
the concluding session of the 
Citizens' Drug Recognition 
Academy on Wednesday, March 
29th.

44 years (of Kennedy being in 
office) is certainly enough.” 

He added, “The one party 
state in respect to our Congres- 
sional delegation in Washington 
is working to our disadvan- 
tage.” 

Chase said that he has been 
involved in politics, mostly 
behind the scenes, for many 
years. However, he is also a 
business person and is the 
director and co-owner of the 
French and Spanish School, 
Incorporated, which has 11 
sites in eastern Massachusetts. 

As to why he is picking now 
to go after the Kennedy seat 
Chase replied, “My fundamen- 
tal approach to whether I 
would be involved in politics is 
found in the answer to the 
question, 'are most issues of 
the day being addressed?' The 
answer is no,” 

Chase is focusing on the 
subjects of illegal immigrants, 
the aspects of the war and why 
we are in Iraq, and the cost of 
oil. It is his charge that as “tit- 
ular head of the Democratic 
Party” Kennedy has not done a 
good enough job in these 


il immigration is, I 
. certainly out of control 
and needs to be addressed 
forcefully,” Chase said. 

He noted that both his moth- 
er, Eleanor (from New Found- 
land) and wife, Marissa de la 
Paz (born in Spain and raised 
in France and Belgium) were 
legal immigrants into this 
country. According to Chase, 
any foreign born national who 
wishes to live here should stand 
in line and get permission like 
his family did 

Immigration is a question 
of fairness.” Chase said. “We 
can't go down the slippery 
slope of picking and choosing 
the laws we want to obey.” 


On the issue of the war, 
Chase said, “As I study the war,
